Gas Cutback 
Until April?

Conservation measures ap- 


pear to be easing the drain on 
natural gas supplies, but the 
long-run costs will be high. A 
federal energy official said 
today that factory closings and 
layoffs that are saving gas this 
frigid winter could last until 
April. 


In Washington, meanwhile, 


the House and Senate were ex- 
pected to approve a compromise 
version of the emergency na- 
tural gas bill today and send it 
to President Carter. 


The emergency bill is not 


designed lo increase natural gas 
supplies, 
but 
to give the 


president the power to shift 
some gas from hw-priority 
users !o high-priority users

through April 30. High-priority 
users include homes, hospitals, 
schools and small businesses. 
Low-priority users include in- 
dustries. 


Over thousands of miles of 


American countryside today, 
the misery of the harsh winter 
was evident. 


In paralyzed Buffalo. N'.Y., 


which has had 160 inches of 
snow since the beginning of (he 
year, 200 Army engineers were 
being 
flown 
from 
North 


Carolina to help 500 National 
Guardsmen clear the latest, and 
worst, storm's snow from the 
streets. Otherwise the streets 
were deserted. An occasional 
rescue vehicle passed, or a 
military 
helicopter 
droned 


overhead. Great chunks of ice 
choked Niagara Falls. 


On the Chesapeake Bay and 


the Ohio River, fuel barges 
which were idled for up to two 
weeks were moving again. But 
their progress was tedious 
through floes of ice. 


In West Virginia and Ken- 


tucky, more than 30,000 coal 
miners were off the job, their 
mines shut down because of the 
cold. 


Thousands of schools and fac- 


tories also were shut and about 
a dozen states had declared 
energy emergencies. 


On Tuesday, North Carolina 


joined the ranks of states 
declaring such emergencies, 
and the auto industry alone an- 
nounced that 80,000 workers in 
the United States and Canada 
wouid join some 1.5 million 
persons estimated to be laid-off 
around the nation. In the auto 
industry, parts shortages were a 
factor as well as gas shortages. 


The harsh weather has cen- 


tered in the East, Midwest and 
South, but the problem was na- 
tional in effect and both, tiro 
federal government and some 
distant areas were acting to 
help. 


Warm California, meanwhile, 


imposed emergency restrictions 
on the use of natural gas so state 
utilities could ship some of the 
fuel east. And a spokesman for 
(he Southwes( Gas Corp. said 
two utilities in Nevada had 
agreed to convert from natural 
gas to oil in a shared power 
plant, allowing their natural gas 
to be diverted also. 
. But the outlook for Immediate 
relief was not good. 


Even if President Carter im- 


mediately 
ordered 
pipeline 


companies to begin sending fuel 
into the frigid Easl. gas moves 
only about 15 miles per hour and 
could take several days to pass 
through the interstate pipeline 
network to Ohio and other states 
in the Midwest and East. 


And Federal Power Commis- 


sion spokesman William Webb 
said today that factories forced 
to close by the natural gas 
shortage may have serious dif- 
ficulty finding enough fuel to 
reopen before April. 


That, he said, is because FPC 


rules require that depleted gas 
storage fields be refilled before 
gas can be delivered to closed 
plants. And pipelines have 
already dipped so deeply into 
stored supplies that 
better 


weather and continued conser- 
vation by homeowners and 
small businesses are unlikely to 
help major industrial users. 


Spokesmen for two major 


pipeline companies said conser- 
vation efforts — and mandatory 
shutdowns — are helping but 
demand is still enormous. 


Today's -forecast 
promised 


little relief for the hardest-hit 
areas: Continued cold in the 
East, wilh snow flurries near 
the Great Lakes. 


unplugged by 5 o'clock this af- 
ternoon, except for a few sec- 
tions of back roads that do not 
have homes on them. 


A big snow-blower from tho 


Upper Peninsula and three 
other snowplows from Grand 
Ledge were being brought in to 
Van Buren county by the State 
Highway department to aid the 
Van Buren crews, according to 
Paul Kaiser, road commission 
engineer-manager. Many north- 
south roads, which bore the 
brun! of (he drifting in three 
days of storm, were still impas- 
sable. Drifts were as deep as 12 
and 14 feet in places. 


In Allegan county, all 'state 


highways were finally restored 
lo Iraffic yesterday, but a big 
majority of north-south secon- 
dary roads were still engulfed in 
drifts. Much the same situation 
prevailed in Cass county. Na- 
tional Guardsmen, 22 in Cass 
and some 30 in Allegan county, 
remained on duty in those two 
counties, assisting law en- 
forcement officers and 
road 


crews. 


Most schools in Berrien 


county reopened today, although 
school buses generally travelled 
only on main roads. The only 
K-12 districts that remained 
closed 
in 
Berrien 
were 


Buchanan, Coloma and Eau 


Claire. All schools stayed closed 
in Cass county and virtually all 
in Van Buren and Allegan were 
still shut down. Many of Hie 
schools have been closed since 
last Wednesday, and all have 
been shut since Friday. 


The weight of accumulated

John Fields, director of the prosecutor's 
welfare fraud unit, although others have 
been convicted of misdemeanor charges. 
Fields said Herzog's arrest and guilty plea 
yesterday capped a seven-month inves- 
tigation.

The other day on a television inter- 


view, 
Paul 
Simon,

Congressman 
and chairman of a 


. House committee checking into why it 
costs so much to run the

bureaucracy, said iie did not think 
Jimmy Carter could clean up the ad- 
ministrative mishmash with the ease 
he promised during the 1976 cam- 
paign. 


A President can, however, Simon 


continued, demonstrate a leadership 
which eventually could result in 
flushing out the Augean stables. 
• There are thousands of starting 
. points, but Carter might look at the 
following case as a prime example of 
how the federal government, through 
cphflicting policy positions and inept 
administration 
of those 
policies, 


wastes the substance of the citizenry it 
is created to serve. 


In 1966 the Tennessee Valley Ad- 


• ministration began construction of the 
Tellico dam on the Little Tennessee 
river as a flood control and hydro- 
electric generating station. 
• 'Seven years later somebody with an 
Ichthyological bent discovered the 
snail darter. This is a member of the 
perch family, three inches long at 
.maturity which is indigeneous to the 
Little Tennessee's shallow waters. 


Between the two events Congress 


enacted the Endangered Species Act 
.which forbids man's intrusion into 
'areas 
whose 
protection 
from 


• encroachment is vital to the continued 
•existence of many wild life species 
which are disappearing. The Interior 
Department is charged with enforcing 
Ithe statute. 


;In 1975, two years after the darter's 


discovery, the Department put the lit- 
tle fellow on the endangered list. 


The news reports do not indicate if 


the Department advised the TVA of its 
action or if the Authority had other 
'knowledge of the decision; but in any 
event the TVA pursued construction of 
the Tellico project which had been 
targeted to go into operation this past 
month. 
• Then, 
some 
environmentalist 


groups led by Zygmund Prater, a 
Wayne State University- law professor, 
sued the TVA to halt the project. 


This week the federal appeals court 


at Cincinnati ruled unanimously to 
stop work. Governmental agencies 
such as the TVA are no more immune 
to.the Endangered Species Act, it 
ruled, than is a private individual. 


The TVA plans a quick appeal to the 


Supreme Court and if it loses there, 


will probably ask Congress to exempt 
the dam from the statute. 


That man is wildlife's worst enemy 


and as such should be held within 
sensible restraints needs no elabora- 
tion. An inroad against one form of 
wildlife can wreak untold damage, not 
only to it but to other forms of wildlife 
whom the endangered species keeps 
under control for man's own exis- 
tence. Stalking the coyote to extinction 
helps a sheepherder's pocketbook but 
at the same time permits varmints to 
reproduce to the point of overrunninG 
the countryside. 


Conceivably the snail darter in its 


watery way serves an ultimate useful 
purpose as docs the coyote and the 
hawk. 


Then, again, its contribution may be 


aesthetic rather than essential. 


The disturbing aspect of the Tellico 


situation is threefold. 


It is highly conceivable the Tellico 


may 
stand 
as 
an 
incomplete 


monument in the multi-million dollar 
size. It won't be the only waste of 
public money, past or future. It will 
simply raise the waste pile higher. 


The winter flood season is only 


weeks away in the Tellico area. So the 
longer the dam remains incomplete 
the hazard to downstream farmlands 
portends. 


Tellico is designed to supply enough 


electricity to heat 20,000 homes in the 
TVA region. This is a job requiring 14 
million gallons 
of high 
priced, 


increasingly scarce furnace oil. Put 
another way, Tellico can in a small 
way reduce U.S. dependence upon 
foreign petroleum. 


Finally, there is the appeals court's 


rationale for its action. In its own 
words: 


"The complexity of the ecological 


sciences suggests that the detrimental 
impact of a project upon an endan- 
gered species may not always be 
clearly perceived before construction 
is well under way." 


That's true. None of us has 20-20 


foresight. 


Unfortunately, too many of us pos- 


sess 20-20 hindsight. 


This is almost an occupational 


hazard among many in the judiciary. 


The darter is a harmless critter and 


deserves a break. 


The TVA's customers also could use 


a break. 


The effect of the decision, unless 


reversed or modified, is to encourage 
third parties to ask for a change in the 
rules once the game gets going. 


Building The Pipeline 


Only Begins The Expense 


Now (hat'the Alaskan oil pipeline is 


Hearing completion, cheap and plen- 
tiful oil from the rich Prtidhoe Bay 
fields soon will he flowing southward 
to an oil-hungry economy, right? Not 
exactly. The North Slope oil reserves 
are abundant and barring some last 
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minute complication the 
oil 
flow 


should begin later this summer. But it 
will not be cheap- 


Actual costs of moving the oil from 


the well to the consumer await the test 
of experience, but estimates by the 
Federal Energy Administration and 
others indicate it will cost about 84.till a 
barrel to move the oil along the SOO- 
mile pipeline to pay for the S10 billion 
invested in the system and its operat- 
ing costs. 


Distribution costs from the port of 


Valdez southward are another link-, 
nown expense, but could be con- 
siderable for much of the oil. That part 
of the Alaskan output which can be 
absorbed by refineries on the West 
Coast will be no problem. Transporta- 
tion costs will bo minimal. 


But when the pipeline is in full 


operation il is expected to carry three 
times the oil which can be absorbed on 
the West Coast. Moving the remainder 
east of the Rocky Mountains where it 
is needed will be expensive whether it 
is carried by tanker or eventually by 
another new pipeline system. 


One plan, for instance, calls for 


shipping oil by large tanker to the 
western approach of the Panama 
Canal, transferring 
it to 
smaller 


tankers to traverse the canal and 
loading it again on large tankers on 
the eastern side. The cost of that 
operation is estimated at S3 a barrel. 


Taxes and royalties by the state of 


Alaska and the federal government are 
another major cost. When the costs are 
tallied, the oil from Prudhoe Bay may 
be competitive with Arabian oil, but 
not by much.

1 was angry. Worse. I was off 


my routine. It was as if I had 
dressed without shaving, the 
pieces of my morning were not 
all in place. Did the planets 
collide'; I would have to wait for 
a newsstand edition to learn. 
But by then, full of steam and 
buried in the day's obligations, I 
would not have time to read it if 
they had. 


Alas, misfortune turned to 


catastrophe. I did not receive 
my newspaper the next morn- 
ing, or the morning after. The* 
heavy 
snows 
had 
melted 


somewhat, allowing the roads to 
clear, and my neighbors were 
receiving their papers as usual. 
But not me. or is it I'.' — when I 
do not read the Washington post 
regularly my grammar goes to 
hell. 


I'called the circulation office, 


and the delivery man, advising 
the recording machines of my 
circumstances 
and 
rclurn 


number. To no avail. No uttl got 
.back. And this at a time of a 
subscription price hike! I was 
now furious, and so wrote a let- 
ter to the deliverer asking that, 
in the name of my routine, he 
get his act together. 


He did. For one day. Maybe 


two. After that service was 
again interrupted, and my 
worried calls to those in charge 
again went unanswered. It was 
as if I was being purposely ig- 
nored, and indeed, as it turned 
out. I was. When 1 finally 
managed 
to 
contact 
an 


authority, a delivery supervisor, 
he said that his delivery man 
had not liked the-lone of my 
letter and would not service me 


again until I apologised. 


I asked whether he was kid- 


ding. He said ho was not. And si 
it was: I had l>een perceived 
naughty, and hence was un- 
worthy of being a subscriber to 
the Washington Post. Good 
God.'. I shouted, and immedia. 
lely composed a telegram to the 
circulation director. Is this pos- 
sible. I asked, and if so could 
my newspaper be cut off for 
other insignificant reasons, say 
if the deliverer did not like the 
color of my hair? 


Naturally the circulation man 


did not immediately respond. I 
had spent S30 on a night wire, 
thus was a loyal if foolish 
reader, but still it was I who had 
to phone him. Oh, yes. he said, 
he read the wire. Too bad about 
my problem, he added. But it 
was out of his hands, he went 
on. the matter was between me 
and the deliverer. 


He explained it all this way: 


Years ago. in an effort to save 
money, the Post and many other 
newspapers began franchising 
newspaper 
delivery 
routes. 


Contracts were made with out- 
side people to service designat- 
ed areas. The people are sold 
bulk lots of papers and may 
distribute them as they ple;tse. 
at what price they, please. If 
they want to be obstinate with 
customers, the newspaper has 
no counter control.

I asked if this meant- they 


could discriminate? . 


He said they can and some- 


times do. 


Well, I told the circulation 


director that I did not think 
John 
Peter 
Zenger 
would 


approve. He replied that many 
papers now realize franchising 
is a mistake, a public relations 
nightmare, but that retreat is 
difficult. I noted a sigh in his 
voice. Here was a circulation 
director who was not in charge 
of circulation. And he had just 
confessed that freedom of the 
press and McDonald's ham- 
burgers have many things in 
common. 


Pardon Won't 


Heal Nation 


In his pardon for those draft 


evaders. 
Jimmy 
Carter 


redeemed a campaign pledge. 
That pledge was-essenlially a 
poltical device — even, from 
Carter's point of view, a poli- 
tical necessity. It was Carter's 
way 
of 
reconciling 
the 


Democratic left to his can- 
d.idacy. 


In the primaries. Carter 


defeated the left Democrats — 
the supporters of Udall. Fred 
Harris, and so on. He knew he 
had to have the support of this 
faction to win. and knowing the 
importance of Vietnam to these 
leftists, lie used the bait of the 
pardon. 


The damage the pardon will 


do is symbolic. Carter's pay-off 
to the left has little immediate 
substance. Its significance is 
almost 
entirely 
symbolic. 


Though a relatively small 
number of draft evaders arc 
actually affected. Carter has 
now. in appearance, given of- 
ficial sanction to the notion that 
the Vietnam war was "wrong." 
and "immoral," and a "mis- 
take" —' and that the protesters 
and evaders were, after all. 
right. 


Just that issue has always 


been the real point of the am- 
nesty-pardon argument. It has 
always been an argument about 
the war itself. That is why 
Carter's pardon cannot possibly 
"heal" the divisions in the na- 
tion. 


In his efforts to mollify the 


leftist faction within his own 
coalition. Jimmy Carter has 
gone to the extreme length of 
calling the war "racist." I 
would like to make a strong 
point here. As 1 perceived the 
political battle, the precise op- 
posite would seem lo be more 
nearly true. The mobilized op- 
position to the war was fun- 
damentally racist. 


Can you imagine the furor if 


those people now being herded 
into 
camps, 
having 
their 


property confiscated, in some 
caaes committing suicide rather 
than go on. maybe bobbing 
around at sea in pitiful little 
boats — can you imagine the 
furor if these were Israelis 
rather than Vietnamese? 


What I always heard the anti- 


movement saying, as a deep 
undertone, was that 
those 


people in South Vietnam were 
not worth our effort. After all. 
their skins are honey-colored, 
and they speak a strange ton- 
gue. 
Communism 
Is 
good 


enough for them. 


In my perception, the anti- 


war people, rather than the 
hawks, were the real racists. 


Well, pardon or no pardon, 


when the facts about the war 
finally penetrate our public 
consciousness. I believe an ob- 
jective consensus will emerge 
as follows. 


The guerrilla war in the South 


was won by 1968. Thereafter, 
the war was a conventional one 
— and, in the end. South Viet- 
nam was totalitarianized by 
vastly superior material forces. 


If the war is now generally 


regarded as a "mistake," ^1 
believe the mistake was not in 
fighting it but in losing it. 


The "immoral" thing to do 


was lo fight a prolonged war of 
attrition which was bound to 
lose politically at home before it 
could prevail on the field of 
battle. The stupid thing was not 
to recognize the fact that North 
Vietnam was the real enemy. -

Hit By Stockman

against President's natural gas 
energy- bill. 


"I voted against it. beaense I 


don't feel the interest of our 


home state (Michigan) users 
was protected at all." Stockman 
told this newspaper. 


The freshman legislator said 


Mchigan has taken very costly 
steps over the past few years by 
constructing 
underground 


facilities, a synthetic gas plant, 
and preventing further indus- 
trial hookups to prepare for 
such times. 


"We've planned ahead and 


ratepayers have absorbed the 
cost. Now they want to literally 
siphon natural gas 
out of 


Michigan." he said. "I am 
willing to share under acute 
emergency conditions, but as 
the bill came out, there is little 
protection." 


Slightly different versions of 


the energy bill were passed 
Tuesday by the House and 
Senate, A compromise version 
is expected lo IK- approved today 
and sent to President Carter. 


Under the bill, so much of 


Michigan's natural gas could be 
diverted that it could be taken 
away from the state's industrial 
users, according to Stockman.- 
"That could have a very serious 
job impact on our state." 


• Stockman, a member of the 
committee which drew up the 
bill.' said "...an attempt \vas 
made in committee to mark it 
lip...to provide more protection 
to the states losing their natural 
gas supplies, but it was not 
adopted by the committee." 


Stockman said "The current 


natural gas shortage...is a 
direct result of prior Congres- 
sional negligence...Congress, 
for the past four or five years 
lias refused to pass administra- 
tion proposals '.hat would ha\e 
deregulated the price of inters- 
tate natural gas." 


About the only thing the bill is 


going lo do. according -to Stock- 
man, "...is spread the misery 
around."

declared that the press would 
call his talk a fireside chat, even 
if it was delivered on the hottest 
day of July. 


During the 1976 campaign, 


Carter often said he planned to 
resurrect the fireside chat. But 
once in office, press secretary 
Jody Powell said a search was 
on for another phrase. 


Roosevelt 
delivered 
26 


fireside chats in 12 years. Each 
time, the talk dealt with a single 
subject, an issue of the moment 
he felt needed explanation. And 
it was a way to get people 
behind him when he wanted to 
pressure Congress. 


Eight" days after he was 


inaugurated 
president, 
on 


March 12, 1933, Roosevelt went 
on the 
two national radio 


networks and told the American 
people he was closing the banks 
in order to save them. 


He didn't say "the only thing 


we have to fear is fear itself." 
That was in his inaugural 
speech. 


Carter waited 12 days before 


his first chat, but he too has a 
matter 
that 
demands 


immediate action and some 
sacrifice — the energy crisis. 
He will be speaking from .1 
White House library chilled by 
his decree to lower thermostats 
to 65 degrees, a good place for a 
fireside chat. 


The two presidents, taking 


office 44 years apart, have com- 
parable situations. Roosevelt 
admit tod his hank holiday was 
only a stop-gap measure. Carter 
can only say the same about Ins 
emergency actions to get fuel to 
hard-hit areas while broader 
legislation is enacted. 


\\licn Roosevelt made his first 


speech, the head of the CRS 
bureau in Washington, Harry c. 
Butcher, went to a hardware 
store and bought a wooden table 
for §15. He drilled holes for a 
microphone 
stand 
and 


Roosevelt used that table for his 
talks ever after. 


FDR 
would 
sit 
in 
the 


Diplomatic Reception Room 
with a few invited friends and 
relatives, looking across the 
people to the mantelplarc.

NBC Purchases Rights To Games For $80 Million 


MOSCOW (AP) — The National Broadcasting Co.. culminating 


lengthy negotiations which went down to the final hours, has Won 
the United Slates television rights for the 1980 Summer Olympics. 


The network purchased the rights for an estimated S80 million 


— a figure which includes 835 million for the rights and the rest 
for technical facilities. 
' The contract was signed Tuesday and approved by the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee. 


"\Ve are delighted to have been successful in arranging to bring 


to American audiences the UlSfl Olympics in Moscow and the 
American participation in this international event of the first 


' •magnitude;" said NBC President Herb Schlosscr in a statement 
-issued in New York. 


"XBC will mount a production effort which in terms of people, 


facilities and air time will reflect this importance to the viewing 
public." 


Schlosser said details of the contract and production plans will 


be disclosed at a news conference in the near future. 


The awarding of the rights climaxed lengthy negotiations 


which, at one point, involved four entries — the three major 
networks and the Satra Corp. CBS dropped out of the bidding last 
week, saying tire venture appeared risky. And Satra, a Xew 
York-based international trading company, apparently was 
excluded by the IOC. IOC financial secretary Moniquc Berlioux, 
who was present for the signing, said the Committee "thought it 
was better to have a real television organization." 


Satra. in a statement issued in Xew York, by company chair- 


man Ara Oztemel. said it had signed a •'letter of intent" with the 
Russians and threatened legal action against N'BC and its parent 
organization, RCA, if the agreement went through. After NBC 
offically signed the contract. Satra officials said their lawyers 
planned to take the network to court and seek damages. 


NBC announced it had won the rights Sunday night, but an ABC 


delegation, headed by Roone Arledge, president of ABC Sports, 
kept up negotiations through Tuesday. 


When NBC finally had signed a binding agreement with the 


Russians. Arledge said: "It is an awesome undertaking, and I 
wish them the best of luck." 


In New York. ABC Sports President Frederick Pierce issued a 


statement saying that the network's negotiators went to Moscow 
with a competitive bid to seek clarification of Soviet intentions 
and were told upon arrival that an agreement already had been 
reached with NBC.

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FANTUS INDUSTRY'S 'MOVING FIRM' 


Flight From Northeast Waning? 


By DAVID TKEADWELL

CHICAGO (AP) - For more 


than half a century. Fantus Co. 
has been moving indust ry 
across lire face of (he nation like 
pins on a map. 


The firm has shifted indus- 


tries worth billions of dollars 
from urban areas to suburbs, 
the Sunbelt states and small- 
town America. 


Sometimes the moves are 


made lo avoid labor problems. 
Other changes in site location 
bring an industry closer to 
energy sources. The climate 
might 
be a reason. Oc- 


casionally, 
it's 
merely 


fashionable to follow a competi- 
tor. 


Fantus, which has engineered 


moves for more than 4,000 com- 
panies ranging in size from 200 
to 35,000 employes, says it is 
asked to study new locations 
because it can steer a business 
around the pitfalls of settling 
into a new community. 


The movement and expansion 


of businesses into new areas has 
brought growth to much of the

South and Southwest, but has 
been at the heart of the finaneial 
problems of such traditional 
manufacturing areas as Detroit. 


In the 55 years since iis 


founding, Fantus has stressed 
moves away from the Northeast 
and Great Lakes regions. Xo\v, 
says Maurice Fulton. Fantus 
chairman, thai trend may be 
slowing. 


"The big cities are beginning 


to fight back." Fulton says, 
noting that Detroit and New 
York have asked Fanius to 
prepare industrial marketing 
strategies to try to recover some 
of the factory* jobs they have lost 
in recent years. 


"We're familiar with the 


needs of industry," Fulton says. 
"We have a wealth of informa- 
tion on what particular indus- 
tries want. We know the real 
reasons they move, not the 
phony baloney reasons they 
sometimes give out." 


Fantus began by selling Us 


services to industry. But more 
recently states and localities art- 
contracting Fantus to find out 
what types of industries are best 
suited to their areas. 


Objectivity, as a chamber of 


commerce official in Ohio put it. 
is Fantus' strong card. Plant 
site studies are designed to as- 
sure that the community and 
the business are right for each 
other. 


Back 
in 
the 
1950s, 
for 


example, Hartmann Luggage 
Co. of Racine, Wis., sought 
Fantus* help. 


"Labor had gotten so terrible 


there," 
Hartmann 
vice 


president Dorothy Tenix says. 
"The union had gotten so strong 
and wages had gotten so high, 
we decided to move out." 


Fantus found them a spot in 


Lebanon, Tenn. Ten years later 
the company blocked a Team- 
sters Union organization drive 
"despite a very sticky time that 
lasted 27 months," Miss Tenix 
says. 


Relocating a plant site is one 


of the most complex, costly and 
traumatic experiences an in- 
dustry can go through, Fulton 
says, noting thst 60 per cent of 
all industrial growth takes place 
at existing sites despite the 
allures of leaving. 


-Fantus puts prospective sites 
under close scrutiny. Fulton 
recalls poring over old news- 


papers in one locality to find out 
if the area had ever btt-n fliMxled 
btx-uux* he did not want to rdy 
on the memory of local inhabi- 
tants.

"No one is quite like Fantus," 


says Larry Cohick, head of the 
American Industrial Develop- 
ment Council, citing the com- 
pany's pioneer work in plant 
site locating.

'Type B' Flu Confirmed 


LANSING.'Mich. (AP) — Three cases of "Type B"'influenza are 


confirmed among Michigan school children amid rising absen- 
teeism in schools in Wayne and Oakland counties, slate health of- 
ficials said Tuesday. T«T> of the influenza cases were at Tyrone 
Elementary School in Harper Woods, which had an absentee rate 
of 42 per cent in mid-January from influenza-like illnesses, of- 
ficials said. The other case of the influenza, likened to the Hong 
Kong flu which caused school closings in 28 Michigan counties in 
1974, was contracted by a 3-year-old Flint child. Dr. Norman 
Hayner, epidemiologist for the state health department, said ris- 
ing absenteeism occurred in several southeastern Michigan com- 
munities including Grosse Pointe, Hamtramck. Wayne-Westland. 
Souihiield, Btoomfield and Troy. Symptoms of Type B include a 
fever of 100 degrees or more, sore throat, headache and a cough. It 
tends to occur more often in children, Hayner said.

kiloliters or 30,000 liters, a 
large -trash can holds 80 liters, 
and an.average bath uses about 
450;litcrs of water. 


3pme manufacturers already 


have begun to convert. 


The major soft drink makers 


now market one- and two-liter 
bottles, and others are follow- 
ing. 


It will probably be several 


years before metrics really 
come into play in the kitchen. 
Some recently published cook- 
books and magazines 
give 


recipes in both metric and 
customary units. Other cook- 
books have added conversion 


tables to their new editions. 


One 
Chicago 
cookbook 


publisher is printing both me- 
tric and customary measures 
and expects to do so for the 
foreseeable future. He says that 
new cooks will adapt more 
quickly to metrics than will old 
cooks. But he admits the time 
is a long way off before metrics 
will be used exclusively. 


Still 
the beginnings 
are 


there. Corning Glass Co. is 
making measuring cups with 
ounces 
on 
one 
side 
and 


milliliters 
on 
the 
other. 


Measuring spoons for mililiters 
are available in some stores. 
Corning also has a cooking 
guide with both metric and 
common measures. 


Actually, the cook is in pretty 


good shape when it comes to 
following a metric recipe. 
There will be appropriately 
designed measuring cups and 
spoons. 


The metric cup — or as it 


has been suggested, "me- 
trieup" — holds 250 milliliters, 
a little larger than the standard 
U.S. 
cup which holds 237 


milliliters. 


In fact, U.S. citizens who 


have lived abroad say there is 
no great difficulty in adapting 
to metric recipes. It's just a 
case of doing what the Romans 
do. 


Many European recipes ghe 


ingredients by weight, although 
cooks the world over simply 
estimate the amounts and 
season to taste. ' 


Indeed, restaurateurs and 


others who cook for large 
numbers 
of 
people 
often 


measure by weight simply 
because it is easier. 


Whatever else happens in the 


metric kitchen, a pinch will 
remain a pinch, and a dash will 
remain a dash.

One of the advantages of 


metric units is that many of 
the 
measurements 
relate 


directly one to the other. Just 
as a liter represents a cubic 
decimeter, so do volume and 
capacity measures relate. 


That might not make much 


difference to the cook, but it 
can make a difference to 
refrigerator manufacturers or 
people wiio transport large 
quantities of dry materials or 
liquids. 


The metric system is 'just 


that — a system, and one that 
relates in regular terms to 
other parts of the system. . 


And if you need comparison 


to help you see what some of 
the subdivisions are. consider: 
a 
milliliter 
is 
somewhat 


smaller than a sugar cube: 
there are about six ordinary 
teacups in a liter; a typical 
bucket will hold seven to eight 
liters',"and there arc about 
three-and-a-half liters in a 
gallon.

State Senate, House Grind Out 
First Bills Of New Session

LANSING, Mich. tAP) - Tire 


state Senate and House passed 
their first bills of the new 
legislative.session Tuesday — 
the Senate te help low-income 
homeowners and the House to 
correct a mistake it made last 
year. 


The Senate, on a 28-1 vote, 


sent to the House a 'bill to 
prevent possible loss of income 
lax credits by lower-income 
property taxpayers. 


The bill would limit the 


definition of household income 
by excluding payments to ac- 
cident, health or life insurance 
funds, whether, made by the 
employer or the taxpayer him- 
self if he is self-employed. 


The state Treasury Depart- 


ment, in its 1977 tax forms, 
listed such insurance payments 


as household income. The effect 
of that definition would be to 
raise household incomes and cut 
the 
tax credits 
to which 


homeowners are entitled. 


Houseowners file for the tax 


credit on their income tax 
forms. The credit is based on 
the amount of property tax paid 
and household income, with a 
maximum credit of $1,200. 


Treasury 
Department 
of- 


ficials said 1977 tax forms con- 
tained nothing new, and' that 
homeowners should have listed 
insurance contributions as part 
o! household income all along. 
But backers of the bill said it 
was not the legislature's intent 
to penalize persons for in- 
surance payments. 


The bill is expected to save 


homeowners an average of 
roughly S15 in tax credits they 
otherwise could have lost. The 


bill also permits taxpayers to 
tile an amended return within 
t™ years for a higher tax credit 
if 
they 
figured 
insurance 


payments as household income. 


The House, meanwhile, sent 


to the Senate a bill exempting 
new apartment buildings in 
downtown 
Detroit 
from 


property taxes for 12 years. The 
measure, passed 91:10, is in- 
tended to encourage builders to 
construct new apartments in the 
city.
